‘Dehydration’ Shows ? a 
Results Against Colds 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (P#—A “dehydration” meth- 
od of treating the common cold—described as “‘a complete 
reversal of the standard procedure of forcing fluids’”— 
was reported today by a Mississippi doctor. 


Dr. Guy T. Vise of Meridian 
said ‘‘good or excellent results’’ 
had been achieved in more than 
90 per cent of patients treated 
over a five-year period. 

The technique includes, among 
other things, wrapping the patient 
in a sheet and two or more blan- 
kets—so that even the face and 
head -are covered. 

This ‘‘hot sweat pack’’ is ap- 
plied for two hours daily in con- 
junction with hot water bottles 
or an electric pad. All water is 
denied, and foods and fluids are 
limited to one cup of soup, fruit 
juice, vegetable juice, tea, coffee 
or fruit every three hours while 
the patient is awake. 

Dr. Vise told the 50th anniver- 
sary meeting of the Southern 
Medical Assn. that a laxative, 
and occasionally other drugs, also 
are given as a further aid to re- 
moving water from the patient’s 
body. 

Antibiotics, aspirin, codein and 
antihistamines are employed in 
conjunction with the ‘‘dehydra- 
tion’’ method. 

The physician said the “stand- 


ard’’ method of treating a com- 
mon cold—that is, ‘‘forcing fluids’’ 


into the body—contributes to in- 
creasing the collection of fluids 
in, and congestion and obstruc- 
tion of, the upper respiratory 
passageways. 

In contrast, he said, the ‘‘dehy- 
dration’’ method tends to relieve 
this condition, and to allow anti- 
biotics and other drugs to pro- 
mote rapid healing of infected 
areas. 

Vise, chairman of the SMA’s 
section on general practice, said 
dehydration and shrinking. of the 
mucous membranes through nasal 
drops, sprays and inhalers long 
has been recognized as beneficial 
to persons suffering from head 
colds. 

But this procedure, Vise said. 
should be agumented by dehydra- 
tion of the entire system, rather 
than counteracted by ‘forcing 
liquids.’’ 

Vise reported that in one group 
of 41 cases treated by dehydra- 
tion the response was favorable 
in an average of 2.9 days.

They have urged Nagy to re- 
turn to the government in an effort to 
retrieve something from the chaos. The 
Hungarian masses and Nagy have not 
responded. 

The Kremlin, while calling for all sorts 


United Nations, refuses to let the latter 
agency have anything to do with Hungary. 
They attempt to save face by diverting 
attention from their rape of Hungary 
and troubles in the satellites by blaming 
the West for everything that’s happened 
in the Middle East. 

Surely this hypocrisy will not be lost 
on the world. Surely the bankruptcy of 
communism in Hungary, in Poland and in 
the other satellites is an established fact. 

The Hungarians apparently have de- 
cided to accept starvation rather than to 
submit. The Russians are guilty of mur- 
der, genocide and such base crimes against 
humanity as to revolt all mankind. Over- 
extended in every category, they yet may 
be forced to withdraw.

Speaking at ceremonies at Brandeis 
University commemorating the 100th an- 
niversary of the birth of the late Supreme 
Court Justice Louis D. Brandeis, Justice 
Warren said that in the last analysis uni- 
versities afte more powerful than the H- 
bomb and disciplined minds more effec- 
tive than guided missiles.

One or more joints may be af- 
fected, and symptoms usually are 
confined to the afflicted parts.

Joint changes can be detected 
by X-ray long before symptoms 
appear. Such abnormalities occur 
in 90 per cent of all men and 
women by the time they reach 
their 40th birthday.

But only 5 to 10 per cent 
of these persons ever have discom- 
fort, snowing there is no correla-

Don’t underestimate your 
children, Dr. Gregg warned. 
They study all you do or say, 
and in their study they start 
from scratch. They are always 
a step ahead of you, too, in 
that they have no preconcep- 
tions or theories to bolster.

“The child who has no theo- 
ries is blessedly free from ideas 
that will blind him to what ac-

Following acceptance of the re- 
port, a resolution was adopted 
calling for the continuation of the 
study between the two conven- 
tions and local churches. The con- 
vention requested that a report 
be made to the 1957 convention. 


“CHRISTIAN WITNESS” 

The resolution stated: ‘‘And to 
further clear lines of communica- 
tion between Negro and white 
churches and to keep them from 
becoming blocked, the commis- 
sion would call upon the people 
of our convention as committed 
individuals to make their Christian 
witness count in this matter... .’’ 


The report, which was made 
after staff members attended the 
Negro convention held in October 
in Macon, said “the door is open 
indeed to our state staff to the con- 
vention and local congregations of 
our Negro brothers in Christ.” 

In another resolution, the con- 
vention urged each church to 
“form or reactivate a committee on 
'social welfare and action and that 
‘this committee be encouraged to 


ficiency.”’ 

The resolution stated that ‘‘it 
is essential that our people be 
informed, be alert and be active 
in promoting the Gospel among all 
races.”’ 


PRAYER FOR U.N. 

Another resolution called upon 
delegates and “Christians every- 
where to pray daily for the dele- 
gates to the United Nations.” 
Another resolution commended 
the U.S. Congress for ‘‘consider- 
ing action to prohibit the sale of 
alcoholic beverages on airlines.”’ 

At the evening session, Dr. 
Charles W. Ross was honored 
for ‘“‘ten years as executive sec- 
retary of the Georgia Christian 
Missionary Society Convention.” 

Earlier in the day, the conven- 
tion. approved a resolution which 
would unite four areas of the 
church’s activity into a single 
board, with headquarters in 
Macon. 

The board will consolidate the 
work of the Georgia Christian 
Missionary Society, Christian 
Women’s Fellowship, Christian 
Men’s Fellowship and the Di-.i- 
sion of Christian Education. 
The conyention, in session at 
Peachtree Christian Church, Will 
continue through Wednesday.

Urged by 4 
Cities in North 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (‘W~ 
Spokesmen for Detroit, Columbus, 
Dayton and Toledo asked the Civil 
Aeronautics.Board today to perimit 
Delta Air Lines to serve their 
cities with one-carrier flights all 
the way to Florida. 


Representatives of the four cities 
made their arguments to the 
poard, which has before it ex- 
aminer William J. Madden's 
recommendation that Trans-World 
Airlines’ Detroit-Toledo-Colymbus- 
Dayton-Cincinnati service be trans- 
ferred to Delta. 

This would allow Delta to give 
one-plane service between Detroit 
and Miami, with a number of in- 
termediate stops. At present, Del- 
ta and TWA fly the Miami-Detroit |—_.. 
route jointly, with Delta crews tak- 
ing passengers as far north as 
Cincinnati, where TW.. crews take 
over for the trip to Detroit. 

This service—called an “inter. 
change’’—was termed “grossly in- 
adequate” by Francis A. Bolton, 
aviation director of Columbus. 

“There is no good substittue for 
direct one-carrier service,”’ he 
said.
